GERMAN BOUNTY IRON. 

The iron trade of the United States 
is confronted by bounty-produced Ca- 
nadian iron and steel, which has not 
awaited a reduction of the American 
tariff to seek a place in our markets. 
Would-be reducers of the tariff seem 
to forget that. While they are consid- 
ering it in all its bearings they may 
find time to face another problem pre- 
sented by Germany. 

During the first six months of this 
year the exports of iron and steel and 
of manufactures thereof from Germany 
amounted to 1,503,742 of 2240 
pounds, an increase over the first six 
months of 1901 of more than 500,000 
tons. A comparison of the increase in 
quantities exported with the increase 
in values shows that much of the ex- 
ports has been marketed upon the basis 
of a clearing-out sale. This view of 
the situation is taken by representa-

Dr. Clark, after just criticism of the

Secretary Henry G. Hester of the New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange, in his report 
of the cotton crop for the year ended 
August 31, shows, according to a dispatch 
from New Orleans, “receipts of cotton at 


all United States ports for the year of 
7.679,290 bales, against 7,666,452 last 
year; overland to Northern mills and 


Canada 1,103,953, against 1,140,237; 
Southern consumption taken direct from 
the interior of the cotton belt 1,897,437 
against 1,576,733, making the cotton crop 
of the United States for 1901-1902 
amount to 10,680,680, against 10,383,422 
last year and 9,436,416 the year before. 
Secretary Hester has made his usual in- 
vestigation into the consumption of the 
South, and has received reports by mail 
and telegraph from every mill consuming 
cotton in the cotton-growing States, in- 
cluding woolen mills that have used cot- 
ton, and the results show a total of 1,937,- 
971 bales, but of this 40,534 were taken 
from ports and included in port receipts. 
This shows that the mills of the South 
have used up 317,040 bales more than 
during 1900-1901 and 340,859 more than 
during 1899-1900. In addition to the 
totals of the crop and Southern consump- 
tion, as above, Secretary Hester also gave 
out the year’s exports and takings by 
Northern mills, which were as follows: 
Exports to Great Britain 3,036,233 bales, 
against 3,063,828 last year, a decrease of 
27,595; France 743,969, against 729,013, 
aun increase of 16,956; continental Euro- 
pean ports 2,858,608, against 2,745,917, 
an increase of 112,691; to British North 
America 122,261, against 102,523, an in- 
crease of 19,738. The total exports for- 
eign, including British North America, 
amounted to 6,763,071, against 6,641,281, 
an increase of 121,790.

BRIDGES AND TRESTLES. 


8,806,876 feet of timber (board measure) were used in repairing, rebuilding and 
constructing bridges and trestles. 
Eighty-six trestles, aggregating 12,915 lineal feet, or 2.45 miles, were filled with 


earth at a cost of $49,499.91, ample provision being made for waterways by use of 


brick arch culverts and iron and carthen pipe. $10,679.55 has been expended in con 
structing permanent waterways at trestle bridges to be filled.

system were strengthened at a cost for labor, material and an air compress plant

STEEL RAILS, 


Six thousand tons of S0-pound steel rails were contracted for. Nineteen hundred 
and eleven tons, or 15.21 miles, were received and placed in the main lines.
